VACANT  CHARGES. 


West  Sunberry  Charge — Rudolph  Andre.  Freeport  Charge — John  H.  Gibson. 
Note  :  —  a.  signifies  absent  ;  a.  absent,  excused. 
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The  President  then  read  his  Annual  Report,  as  follows: 

Christian  Brethern  :  In  the  providence  of  God  we  are 
again  convened  as  a  Synod.  It  becomes  us  first  of  all  to  re¬ 
turn  unfeigned  thanks  to  our  heavenly  Father  for  his  many 
continued  mercies.  From  him  alone  cometh  every  good  and 
perfect  gift,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Let  us  therefore 
in  deep  gratitude  exclaim  with  the  Psalmist :  “Bless  the 
Lord,  O  my  Soul,  and  forget  not  all  his  benefits;  who  forgiveth 
all  thine  iniquities;  who healeth  all  thy  diseases;  who  redeemeth 
thy  life  from  destruction;  who  crowneth  thee  with  loving  kind¬ 
ness  and  tender  mercies.” 

Sincewe  separated  our  Land  has  enjoyed  more  than  ordinary 
prosperity.  God  hath  crowned  the  year  with  his  goodness — 
giving  seed  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater.  All  depart¬ 
ments  of  industry  have  been  revived.  While  other  Nations  are 
suffering  the  direful  evils  of  war,  we  are  reaping  the  blessed 
fruits  of  peace. 

We  also  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  progress 
and  prosperity  of  Christ’s  Kingdom  in  our  midst.  The  strife 
and  bitter  prejudice  caused  by  the  separation  of  our  brethren 
are  gradually  disappearing.  We  are  laboring  quietly,  but  not 
in  vain.  From  the  majority  of  the  brethren  I  have  received 
words  of  cheer  and  encouragement.  Unity  and  peace  pre¬ 
vail  in  our  midst.  We  are  increasing  in  number  and  strength. 
Our  continued  existence  and  growth  as  the  steadfast  adherents 
of  the  General  Synod  is  to-day  an  established  fact,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  predictions  of  those  who  desired  our  destruction. 
God  hath  brought  the  counsel  of  our  enemies  to  naught. 

It  is  indeed  true  we  have  reason  to  regret  the  loss  of  a  com¬ 
paratively  large  proportion  of  our  fellow  laborers  ;  and  the  va¬ 
cancies  thus  caused  were  at  one  time  the  source  of  much 
anxiety  ;  but  it  affords  me  special  gratification  to  state  that  we 
to-day  have  only  one  or  two  vacant  charges  within  the  bounds 
of  our  Synod.  The  brethren  who  have  filled  these  vacancies 
are  laboring  with  encouragement ;  and  I  hesitate  not  to  say 
for  you,  as  1  do  for  myself,  that  we  recievethem  most  cordially 
into  our  midst. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Body,  I  now 
present  a  summary  of  my  official  acts  during  the  past  Synodi¬ 
cal  Year. 


MINISTERIAL  CHANGES  :  RECEPTIONS. 

1st.  I  was  informed,  at  our  last  convention  that  Rev* 
Samuel  Stouffer  had  accepted  a  call  from  the“Licking  Charge.  ’* 
Bro.  Stouffer  has  since  placed  in  my  hands  a  certificate  of  hon- 
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orable  dismission  from  the  Allegheny  Synod,  and  desires  to  be 
admitted  to  this  Body. 

2nd.  On  the  first  Sabbath  in  May,  Rev.  J.  B.  Miller  preach 
ed  his  introductory  Sermon  in  the  Kittanning  Charge.  He 
has  also  presented  to  me  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismission 
from  the  East  Ohio  Synod  and  asks  for  admission  to  this  Body. 

3rd.  Sometime  during  July,  Rev.  W.  S.  Porr  informed  me 
that  he  had  accepted  a  call  from  the  Fryburg  Charge,  and  had 
already  commenced  his  labors  therein.  He  also  informed  me 
that  he  had  received  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismission  from 
the  Central  Synod,  which  he  intended  to  present  to  this  Body 
at  its  present  convention. 

4th.  Aug.  16th,  F.  T.  Hoover  informed  me  that  he  had  ac¬ 
cepted  a  call  to  the  Leechburg  Charge,  and  expected  to  enter 
his  new  field  of  labor  in  the  first  part  of  September.  He  has 
placed  in  my  hand  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismission  from 
the  Synod  of  East  Penna.  and  desires  admission  to  this  Synod. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

1st.  Nov.  20th,  1869.  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  J.  A. 
Earnest,  informing  me  that  he  had  resigned  the  Kittanning 
Charge — having  accepted  a  call  to  the  English  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Congregation  at  Westminister,  Md.  Under  date 
Feb.  2nd,  1870,  I  forwarded  to  this  brother,  at  his  own  request 
a  certificate  of  honorable  dismission  to  the  Maryland  Synod. 

2nd.  Feb.  22nd.  Rev  H.  H.  Hall,  notified  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  Leechburg  Charge,  and  that  his  pastoral  relation 
with  it  would  cease  April  1st.  This  brother  is  at  present  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  mission  work  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  and  com- 
tinueshis  connection  with  this  Synod. 

3rd.  Under  the  date  of  May  23rd,  I  granted  a  certificate 
of  honorable  dismission  to  Rev.  A.  M.  Strauss  to  the  Synod  of 
Maryland. 

4th.  July  28th,  I  granted  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismis¬ 
sion  to  Rev.  S.  F.  Breckenridge  to  unite  with  the  Wittenburg 
Synod. 

INSTALLATION. 

Feb.  20th,  1870,  1  installed  Rev.  A.  M’Laughlin  Pastor  of 
the  North  Zion  Congregation. 

DEDICATION. 

May.  20th,  the  Mt.  Olivet  Church  at  Six  Points,  (Butler  Co. 
Pa.,)  was  dedicated  with  appropriate  services,  in  which  the 
Pastor,  Rev.  A.  S.  Miller,  was  assisted  by  Revs.  I.  J.  Delo,  and 
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A.  McLaughlin.  The  newly  organized  congregation,  through 
the  energy  of  its  members, assisted  by  the  liberality  of  a  few  kind 
friends,  erected  this  beautiful  house  of  worship  free  of  all  debt. 
The  Pastor  also  informed  me  that  at  the  dedication,  Rev.  Geo. 
W.  Halderman  presented  to  the  congregation  abeautiful  Bible 
and  Hymn  Book,  and  Miss  Carrie  Kepler,  presented  a  Com¬ 
munion  Service  and  Baptismal  Font.  Such  Christian  liber¬ 
ality  is  worthy  of  imitation. 

I  have  also  received  the  gratifying  intelligence  that  the 
Wheeling  Mission  Chapel  is  almost  completed.  It  is  a  beauti¬ 
ful  and  comfortable  edifice.  We  heartily  congratulate  both 
pastor  and  congregation  on  the  success  with  which  God  has 
crowned  their  faith. and  zeal. 

Rev.  I.  J.  Delo,  also  expects  soon  to  dedicate  the  Emric 
Church.  This  edifice  is  located  near  Brookville,  and  will  be 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  Churches  in  the  county.  The  pas¬ 
tor  speaks  very  hopefully  of  this  part  ot  his  Mission  May  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  give  him  the  desire  of  his  heart ! 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

1st.  I  hoped  to  visit  the  Kellersburg  Charge  during  the 
Summer,  but  was  prevented  by  other  pressing  duties.  My 
information  concerning  its  condition  is  very  limited  ;  but 
there  seems  to  be  a  want  of  ability  to  support  a  pastor.  Can 
we  aid  this  charge  ?  and  would  we  be  justified  in  doing  so?  I 
respectfully  suggest  these  questions  for  your  consideration. 

2nd.  The  committee  appointed  by  you  to  visit  the  Rider  and 
Sunberry  Congregations  seemed  at  one  time  to  have  accom^ 
plished  its  mission  by  the  formation  of  a  new  Charge.  But, 
for  reasons  unknown  to  me,  the  union  proposed  and  agreed  to 
was  not  consummated. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  Synodical  year  these  congrega¬ 
tions  were  supplied  by  the  Middle  Conference.  Since  July  1st, 
they  have  been  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Mr.  L.  M.  Heilman, 
whose  faithful  labors  in  the  Sanctuary,  and  from  house  to 
house  have  by  the  blessing  of  God,  resulted  in  much  good. 
Bro.  Heilman  lately  informed  me  that  the  Rider,  Sunberry  and 
Zion  Congregations  have  been  united,  and  will  hereafter  consti¬ 
tute  one  Charge.  I  hope  you  will  heartily  commend  this  action 
especially  as  there  seems  to  be  some  opposition  to  it  in  one  of 
the  Congregations. 

3rd.  Rev.  E.  Breidenbaugh  again  notified  me  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg 
have  introduced  the  three  years  course  of  instruction  in  that 
Institution,  and  desires  this  Synod  to  comply  with  it. 

4th.  The  Middle  Conference  passed  a  resolution  at  its  last 
Meeting  in  which  the  brethren  requested,  the  President  of  the 
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Synod  to  grant  Mr.  L.  M.  Heilman  ad  interim  license.  After 
corresponding  with  this  young  brother  in  reference  to  the  mat¬ 
ter  T  decided  to  postpone  action  on  the  resolution  of  conference 
until  our  present  convention. 

5th.  [call  the  attention  of  tne  brethren  to  the  action  of 
this  Body  in  which  all  its  Ministers  are  requested  to  be  regular¬ 
ly  installed  as  Pastors  of  their  respective  charges. 

With  this  brief  report,  I  return  to  you  this  trust,  hoping  that 
you  will  now  excuse  me  from  further  service  in  this  office. 

The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God, 
and  the  communion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all.

Rev.  J.  B.  Crist,  of  the  Allegheny  Synod,  was  received  as 
an  advisory  member. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Albert  L.  Byers  was  received  as  the  Dele¬ 
gate  of  the  Fryburg  Charge. 

On  motion,  it  was  Pesolved  that  we  meet  at  8J-  o’clock  A.  M. 
each  day,  for  devotional  exercises;  at  9  A.  M.,  for  Synodical 
business  :  adjourn  at  11 J  A.  M.  Meet  in  the  afternoon,  imme¬ 
diately  after  adjournment-  of  the  Ministerium  ;  and  adjourn 
at  5  P.  M. 

On  motion,  Synod  adjourned.  Prayer  by  Bro.  F.  T. 
Hoover.

Your  Delegate  to  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod  could  not  attend  the  meeting 
of  that  body  which  took  place  a  week  ago.  Duties  to  his  charge  would  not  per- 
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mit  him  to  be  absent  two  weeks  in  succession.  He,  how.ver,  addressed  a  letter 
to  the  President  of  that  Synod,  conveying  the  friendly  greeting  of  this  body,  and 
•expressing  the  hope  that  a  delegate  would  be  sent  to  this  Convention. 

J.  H.  W.  STUCKENBERG. 

The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

J.  W.  Schwartz  offered  the  toll  owing  : 

The  Delegate  to  the  Allegheny  Synod  was  not  able  to  attend  its  late  Conven¬ 
tion, because  his  Communion  Season  interfered  ;  but  he  sent  them  a  letter  bearing 
the  fraternal  greetings  of  this  Synod.  # 

J.  W.  SCHWARTZ- 

The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

Bro.  Dietterich,  the  Delegate  to  the  Central  Synod  was  excused  for  not  dis- 
charging  his  duty  because  of  some  misunderstanding  with  reference  to  the  ap¬ 
pointment. 

Bro.  Delo  presented  the  following  ; 

Your  delegate  to  the  East  Ohio  Synod  was  not  able  to  attend  the  convention  of 
that  Body,  because  that.  Synod  is  now  in  session.  I,  however,  addressed  them  a 
letter  extending  the  kindly  greetings  of  this  body.

The  report  was  received  am]  adopted. 

Theological  Seminary, 

Bro.  Stuckenberg  submitted  the  following  report : 

The  undersigned  regrets  that  he  was  the  only  Director  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  who  represented  this  Synod  at  ihe  meeting  of  the  Board  in  July.  Bro. 
Earnest  had  removed  beyond  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  and  therefore  was  no 
longer  a  Director  from  this  Body ;  but  I  cannot  account  far  the  absence  of  the 
lay  Directors  appointed  by  this  Synod. 

According  to  the  instructions  of  this  Synod,  your  Director  urged  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  additional  Professors.  A  motion  to  appoint  another  Professor  wras,  how¬ 
ever,  lost;  but  a  resolution  was  adopted  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board, 
a  Graff  Professor  shall  be  elected. 

From  the  Treasurer,  your  Director  learned  that  the  amount  of  money  bearing 
interest  is  $90,000.  The  whole  amount  subscribed  as  endowment  fund  is  over 
$103,000  ;  but  of  this  amount  $13,000  are  doubtful,  and  bear  no  interest. 

It  is  highly  important  that  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Seminary  be  prompt¬ 
ly  met  by  Synods,  so  that  the  endowment  fund  be  not  diverted  from  the  object 
for  which  it  was  contributed. 

Dr.  Valentine  and  Prof.  Baugher  continue  to  give  instruction  in  the  Seminary.

The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

The  Secretary  reported  the  purchase  of  Ordination  and  Li¬ 
cense  Certificates. 

The  report  was  received,  and  an  order  directed  to  be  drawn 
on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the  bill. 

Committee  on  Printing  Cards.—  Vide  Minutes  1869. 

Bro.  Barnitz  submitted  the  following: 

lour  Committee  on  printing  Cards  to  stimulate  to  systematic  Benevolence  beg 
leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

Some  time  after  the  meeting  of  the  Twenty-Seventh  Convention,  and  after  con¬ 
siderable  correspondence  and  comparison  of  views,  we  printed  and  distributed 
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cards  containing  an  appeal  on  the  one  side,  and  blanks  for  weekly  and  monthly 
contributions  on  the  other. 

What  the  result  of  this  effort  has  been,  will  become  known  when  the  Paroch¬ 
ial  Reports  are  received. 

Some  time  during  the  month  of  August,  theCbairman  of  the  Committee  wrote 
a  letter  to  each  member  of  the  Synod,  urging  Pastors  and  Delegates  to  see  to  it 
that  collections  were  lifted  in  Congregations  where  the  Cards  were  not  used. 

The  result  of  this  effort  can  also  only  be  known  by  the  Parochial  Reports.

2nd,  That  at  the  first  Session  of  each  Convention,  the  Roll 
be  called,  and  those  reports  be  handed  to  the  proper  Com¬ 
mittees. 

On  motion,  Synod  adjourned.  Prayer  by  Bro.  Ryder. 

THIRD  SESSION. 


Friday  Morning ,  September  30,  9  o'clock. 

After  half  an  hour  spent  in  devotional  exercises,  Synod  was 
called  to  order  by  the  President.  A  hymn  vas  sung,  and 
prayer  was  offered*  by  Bro.  Porr.  The  roll  was  called,  and  the 
Minutes  wTere  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  II.  E.  Share,  delegate  from  the  North  Washington 
Charge  was  received. 

Rev.  A.  W.  McCullough  presented  his  certificate  of  dismission 
from  the  Allegheny  Synod,  and  was  received. 

Mr.  L.  Kunkle,  the  delegate  of  the  Maysville  Congregation, 
was  received. 

The  President’s  Report  was  now  considered  by  its  items  and 
adopted.

Report  of  Committee  No.  11. — On  the  State  of  Religion. 
Bro.  Hoover  offered  the  following ; 

It  is  somewhat  difficult  from  the  brief  and  multifarious  statements  placed  in 
the  hands  of  your  Committee  by  individual  Pastors,  to  give  a  correct  account  of 
the  State  of  Religion  in  the  field  this  Synod  is  engaged  in  cultivating. 

Thirteen  Reports  were  handed  in  and  a  majoiity  of  them,  perhaps  gave  evi¬ 
dence  of  having  been  has  tily  prepared,  and  of  too  little  interest  manifest¬ 
ed  by  their  authors  when  writing  them. 

In  looking  over  our  territory,  we  see  some  things  that  are  calculated  to  sad¬ 
den  our  hearts  :  but  we  also  observe  very  many  which  should  encourage  us  in 
our  endeavors  to  do  our  Master’s  work. 

One  Bro.  writes  ;  “The  attendance  at  prayer  meeting,  and  family  worship  is 
sadly  neglected,  and  personal  piety  is,  to  a  great  extent,  subordinated  to  wordly 
business."  Another  says  ;  “The  state  of  spirituality  may  be  said  to  be  very 
low." 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  we  have  such  words  as  these :  “The  stated  ordinance 
and  services  of  God’s  house  are  well  attended;  and  much  interest  is  manifested 
in  the  cause  of  Christ.’’  Again;  “Our  prayer-meetings  are  well  attended  ;  and 
with  few  exceptions,  our  male  members  are  ready  and  willing  to  take  part  in  the 
services— leading  in  prayer,  speaking  for  Christ,  &c."  And  another  says  :  “A 
deeper  interest  is  manifested  in  the  Sabbath  Schools  and  prayer-  meetings.  We 
are  much  encouraged  by  the  advancement  made  during  the  past  Synodical  year. 
We  hope,  pray  and  believe  that  we  shall  witness  greater  things  the  coming 
year." 

There  are  several  revivals  of  Religion  reported.  In  a  number  of  congregations 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  poured  out,  and  manifested  his  power  in  turning  the 
hearts  of  men  unto  righteousness. 

May  the  Lord  g^ant  every  one  of  our  congregations  gracious  seasons  of  re¬ 
freshing  during  the  year  on  which  we  are  now  entering. 

There  is  reference  made  to  catechetical  instruction  by  only  one  brother.  He 
says  :  “This  feature  of  the  Lutheran  Church  I  am  led  more  and  more  to  admire 
and  cherish  as  one  of  the  most  effectual  and  best  methods  of  reaching  the  young 
of  the  Church." 

Nevertheless  we  trust  that  the  wise  use  of  the  catechism  has  not  been  neglected  by 
the  brethren.  Whilst  in  some  quarters  the  catechism  has  been,  and  is  made  the 
great  hobby,  and  thus  harm  has  been  done  ;  yet  we  believe  that  every  person, 
desiring  to  be  admitted  to  church  membership,  should  be  so  instructed  that  he 
may  always  be  able  to  give  a  reason  for  the  hope  within  him  ;  and  that,  there¬ 
fore,  catechetical  instruction  should  not  be  neglected. 

Altogether,  we  thinx  religious  affairs  are  encouraging  within  our  bounds.  Let 
us,  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties,  look  up  to  the  everlasting  hills,  from  whence 
cometh  our  help,  and  press  steadily  onward,  “Forgetting  those  things  which 
are  behind"  let  us  “reach  forth  unto  those  things  which  are  before."  Then  shall 
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be  verified  iu  our  midst  the  language  of  I  aiah  :  ‘‘Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent, 
and  let  them  stretch  forth  the  curtains  of  thiue  habitations  :  Spare  not,  lengthen 
thy  cords  and  strengthen  thy  stakes  :  for  thou  shalt  break  forth  on  the  right 
hand  and  on  the  left  ;  and  thy  seed  shall  inherit  the  Gentiles,  and  make  the  deso¬ 
late  cities  to  be  inhabited.”

From  the  fact  of  a  change  of  time  in  the  meeting  for  June,  only  one  of  our 
Trustees,  Mr.  B.  Heckert,  was  able  to  be  present.  The  principal  business  of 
that  meeting  was  to  examine  into  the  financial  condition  and  prospects  of  the 
Home.  The  result  of  the  meeting,  so  far  as  concerns  the  practical  workings  of 
the  Institution  was  satisfactory ;  but  the  loose  manner  in  which  the  accounts 
were  kept  by  the  Superintendent,  called  forth  the  dissatisfaction  of  some  of  the 
Board;  and  though,  after  some  questioning,  matters  seemed  straight,  and  the 
Superintendent  was  exonerated  from  blame,  yet  the  looseness  in  keeping  the 
accounts,  and  the  bad  condition  of  the  same,  appear  to  your  Trustees  sufficient 
ground  for  apprehension  and  censure.

The  amount  due  from  the  four  Synods  ordering  the  purchase  of  the  property 
will  more  than  pay  this  indebtedness,  and  leave  a  handsome  balance  in^favor  ot 
the  Home ;  so  that  the  financial  condition  of  the  Institution  would  be  most 
creditable  had  the  Church  but  done  her  duty  according  to  promise.  The  whole 
amount  received  from  the  Church  during  the  year  ending  May  3lst,  was  $723  96, 
or  but  little  more  than  would  pay  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent.  The  main 
source  of  revenue  and  support  has  therefore  been  the  keeping  the  soldiers’ 
orphans ;  and  your  Trustees  feel  that  every  honorable  means  should  be  used  to 
retain  these  children,  and  that  the  most  amicable  relations  should  exist  between 
the  State  Superintendent,  and  our  own  Superintendent.  That  this  is  not  the 
oase  now,  your  Trustees  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report;  the  differences  arising 
from  the  apparent  persistency  of  the  Superintendent  to  retain  as  a  Teacher  a 
young  man  objectionable  to  Col.  McFarland,  State  Superintendent. 

The  completion  of  the  new  dining  room  has  added  very  much  to  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  inmates ;  and  the  improvements  in  the  house  and  on  the 
grounds  surrounding,  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  labors  of  the  Superintendent, 
and  seem  to  have  been  made  with  but  trifling  expense  to  the  Church. 

There  has,  however,  been  great  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Synods  which  have 
promised  money  to  the  Home  for  the  payment  of  ground  and  Building,  and  the 
purchase  of  additional  farming  land :  and  also  great  lack  on  the  part  of  the 
Churches  in  supplying  money  and  goods  for  the  support  of  the  fatherless  and 
motherless.  Many  children  have  been  refused  admission  to  the  Home  because 
the  want  of  means  to  give  them  food  and  clothing. 

Brethren,  “  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be,”  but  the  Treasury  should  be  so 
replenished  as  to  enable  the  Committee  to  accept  every  needy  orphan  child  that 
may  be  offered.  We  are  persuaded  there  is  not  a  charge  within  the  bounds  of 
this  Synod  but  can,  either  in  money  or  goods,  raise  the  needed  support  for  one 
orphan,  if  the  effort  be  properly  made.  “  To  him  that  knoweth  to  do  good,  and 
doeth  it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin.” 

There  are  now  in  the  Home  sixty«six  (66)  Soldier’s  Orphans,  and  twenty* 
seven  (27)  Church  orphans.  Only  two  children  have  died  ;  which  small  degree 
of  mortality  speaks  well  for  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Institution. 
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la  conclusion  your  Trustees  recommend, 

1st.  That  all  moneys  for  the  Loysville  Home  be  sent  directly  to  Mr.  P.  Poster- 
man ,  Treasurer ,  Newport ,  Perry  County ,  Pa.,  and  that  our  Trustee  be  instructed 
to  advocate  the  passage  of  a  resolution  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent 
to  present  item  bills  once  a  month  to  the  Executive  Committee,  for  their  en¬ 
dorsement,  before  payment  by  the  Treasurer 

2d.  That  our  Trustees  use  every  exertion  to  have  a  teacher  elected  who  shall 
be  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  State  Superintendent,  Col.  McFarland,  and  that 
they  use  every  effort  to  retain  and  increase  the  number  of  Soldiers’  orphans. 

3d.  That  if  they  become  satisfied  that  the  location  of  the  Home  is  the  barrier 
to  its  success,  and  if  the  Tressler  family  will  take  the  property  back  at  the 
price  paid  for  it,  they  be  authorized  to  advocate  and  vote  for  its  sale  or  return 
to  the  Tressler  family. 

4th.  That  if  the  Superintendent  be  inefficient,  or  if  he  persist  in  employing 
inefficient  or  objectionable  helpers  or  assistants,  they  be  instructed  to  advocate 
and  vote  for  his  removal,  and  the  election  of  a  competent  successor ;  as  we  feel 
that  no  obstacle  dare  stand  in  the  way  of  the  success  of  our  General  Synod 
Home  for  the  fatherless. 

We  herewith  present  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent,  from  which  you  will 
learn  what  has  been  given  by  the  different  charges. 

Presenting  the  Bill  of  Bro.  B.  Heckert  for  expenses  to  June  meeting  of  the 
Board  amounting  to  $18,  and  asking  to  have  an  order  granted  for  the  same,  we 
return  our  trust  to  you.

Report  of  the  Superintendent . 

To  the  Members  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Dkab  Bbethbbn-— In  accordance  with  a  requirement  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
I  herewith  submit  to  your  Body  a  short  synopsis  of  the  state  and  prospects  of 
the  Home.  And  in  doing  so,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  we  have  great  cause  for  grati¬ 
tude  to  the  Author  of  all  good  for  the  favor  He  has  vouchsafed  to  us  during  the 
year. 

We  have  had  under  our  care  sixty-six  Soldiers’,  and  twenty-seven  Church 
orphans  during  the  year.  Of  this  number,  we  have  been  called  to  lament  the 
death  of  two  church  orphans :  the  one,  Francis  Rumberger,  aged  about  7  years, 
who  died  on  the  21st  of  October,  of  Dropsy  of  the  chest  and  lungs ;  the  other, 
Harvey  Eilenberger,  aged  ihree'years,  who  was  brought  to  the  Home  in  Decem¬ 
ber  last,  in  a  very  delicate  condition,  and  died  March  8th,  of  Consumption,  sup¬ 
posed  by  the  Physicians  to  be  inherited.  The  places  of  these  two  dear  little 
ones  were  soon  filled  up  by  other  orphans,  whom  the  Lord  sent  to  find  a  home 
with  us. 

With  these  two  exceptions  the  Home  has  been  particularly  favored  with  health 
during  the  year.  We  have  not  had  a  case  of  Fever  at  the  Home  since  the  first 
of  December  until  a  few  weeks  ago,  a  couple  of  children  returned  from  a  visit 
to  their  mothers  at  the  close  of  the  last  vacation  with  Typhoid  symptoms.  These 
are,  we  are  happy  to  state,  rapidly  recovering. 

The  receipts  from  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  during  the  year  are  as  follows  : 

June  20th,  1870,  per  Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz,  from  a  friend  of  the  orphans,  $20.00 
April,  **  Mr.  B,  Heckert,  from  Rev.  J.  G.  Goettman’s  Charge,  60.00 

August  17th,  “  Rev.  J.  W.  Schwartz,  Worthington,  ?a.,  16.60 

Making  in  all  since  last  meeting  of  Synod,  .  .  .  $85.60 

We  also  received, 

Oct.  14th,  1869,  from  Rev.  J.G.  Goettman’s  Church,  a  very  fine  bed. 

Dec.  24th,  “  “  “  J.  W.  Schwartz’s  charge,  a  very  fine  box  of  clothing. 

June  8th,  1870,  “  “  S.  B.  Barnitz’s  Church,  a  box  of  2nd  hand  articles, 

which  are  useful  in  the  Home. 
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The  new  building  referred  to  in  the  report  of  last  year  has  been  completed  at 
a  cost  of  $1,107.27,  beside  the  boarding  of  the  hands.  This  building  adds  much 
to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  Home.  This  expense,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  the 
furniture  which  we  were  compelled  to  buy  on  credit  when  we  took  charge  of  the 
Home,  and  also  the  amount  which  was  due  for  keeping  the  orphans  during  the 
previous  year,  has  all  been  paid  from  the  profits  of  the  school. 

The  proceeds  of  the  land  during  the  year  are  as  follows  :  210  shocks  of  wheat, 
200  bushels  of  corn,  225  do.  of  oats,  350  do.  of  potatoes,  40  do.  of  turnips,  50 
do.  of  tomatoes,  15  do.  of  onions,  7  tons  of  hay,  2,300  heads  of  cabbage,  beside 
smaller  vegetables,  and  pasture  sufficient  for  2  cows,  4  beeves  and  one  horse. 

There  is  yet  a  balance,  including  interest,  of  about  $1,300  due  on  the  land; 
and  two  installments  of  $1,200  each  to  be  paid  on  the  building,  one  will  be  due 
June  1st,  1871,  and  the  other  June  1st,  1872. 

A  barn,  corn-crib,  granary,  chicken-house,  kitchen  and  Ice-house  are  yet  in1* 
dispensable  to  the  comfort  and  economy  of  the  Home. 

We  have  now  32  Church  orphans  at  the  Home,  and  there  are  applications  for 
•about  20  more,  to  whom  we  are  compelled  to  say  ;  “We  cannot  receive  you 
not  because  we  have  no  room  ;  for  we  have  room  for  60  more  ;but  because  the 
Church  does  not  furnish  means  for  your  support.” 

O  brethren,  when  will  the  Church  wake  up  to  a  sense  of  its  duty  on  this  sub* 
ject?  How  hard  it  is  to  say  to  these  dear  little  fatherless  ones  whom  God  sends 
to  knock  at  our  door:  We  cannot  take  you  in  because  the  church  will  not  give 
you  food  and  clothing.” 

We  have  yet  to  state  that  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  has  favored  us  with 
an  outpouring  of  His  Holy  Spirit  during  the  year,  under  whose  guidance  and 
enlightening  influence  the  truths  of  the  Gospel  have  been  quickened  in  the 
hearts  of  a  number  of  the  larger  children  under  our  care,  who  are  now  rejoicing 
«a  hope,  and  are  randidates  fur  membership  in  the  church. 

Brethren,  we  need  not  only  your  contributions,  but  an  interest  in  your  prayers, 
that  under  the  guidance  of  our  common  Master  and  Redeemer  we  may  be  in¬ 
strumental  in  training  up  these  dear  children  not  only  for  a  useful  and  happy 
life  here,  but  also  for  a  life  of  immortality  in  a  future  world.

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  deems  it  the  duty  of  all  its  Ministers  and  churches 
to|do  what  they  can  to  preserve^the  people  from  the  use  of  all  intoxicating  drinks. 

Resolved ,  That  those  Ministers  and  churches  that  refuse^  thus  to  work,  deserve 
censure;  and  those  that  oppose  this  work,  become  fearfully  involved  in  this 
scandalous  sin. 

On  motion  Synod  adjourned  to  meet  this  evening  at  7  o’clock.

NINTH  SESSION. 

Monday  Evening .  October  3d,  7  o’clock. 

Synod  was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Prayer  by  Pro. 
Barnitz#  The  Minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

As  there  was  no  further  business,  after  a  colloquium,  Synod 
finally  adjourned,  with  singing,  the  753d  Hymn,  and  prayer 
on  bended  knees  led  by  the  Secretary. 

EDUCATION  BUSINESS. 

Thursday  Afternoon,  September  29. 

The  subject  of  education  beiDg  before  the  Synod,  after  a  free 
interchange  of  views  on  the  subject,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  we  spend  twenty  minutes  in  prayer  in  behalf 
of  the  cause. 

Friday  Afternoon,  September  30th. 

Bro.  Stuckenhgre^submitted  the  following: 

During  the  past  year,  two  young  men  have  been  aided  by  this  Synod:  M.  L 
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Heilman,  at  the  Seminary,  and  J.  N.  Thomas,  in  the  College  at  Gettysburg 
Several  young  men  within  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  were  expected  to  commence 
a  course  of  studies  with  the  Ministry  in  view,  and  to  apply  for  aid ;  but  we 
were  disappointed. 

Bro.  Heilman  will  need  $200  for  his  support  during  this  year. 

Bro.  Thomas  is  from  Camden,  Indiana,  and  applied  to  our  Synod  for  aid,  be¬ 
cause  the  Synod,  in  whose  bounds  he  lives,  could  not  aid  him.  He  was  highly 
recommended  by  Prof.  Ehrehart  as  a  young  man  worthy  of  our  support.  He 
will  need  during  this  year  $200,  and  asks  for  that  amount  from  this  Synod. 

Bro.  J.  F.  Hershiser,  who  graduated  at  Wittenberg  College  last  Summer,  and 
is  now  studying  Theology,  asks  for  $100  to  assist  him,  which  amount  he  hopes 
to  be  able  to  refund  to  the  Treasurer.  He  lives  in  the  bounds  of  the  Witten¬ 
berg  Synod,  which,  however,  has  not  the  funds  to  give  him  the  needed  help. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  above  amounts  be  appropriated  to  the 
aid  of  these  brethren.

Rev.  S.  B.  Barnitz  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  the  document  from  Rev.  M.  Officer,  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions,  make  the  following  report: 

I.  The  letter  expresses  regret  that  the  Secretary  cannot  attend  our  present 
Convention  ou  account  of  needed  presence  at  Synods  of  East  and  West  Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

II.  The  announcement  that  the  quarterly  Reports  of  all  the  Missionaries  on 
our  territory  have  been  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
General  Synod. 

III.  The  regret  that,  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds  furnished  by  this  Synod, 
the  additional  territory  reported  from  time  to  time  could  not  be  occupied. 

IV.  The  statement  that  the  Board  had  paid  $1,200  to  eur  Missionaries  and 
received  only  $530. 

V.  A  brief  statement  of  the  work  in  general. 

VI.  The  request  that  we  again  appoint  an  advisory  Board  to  confer  with  the 
General  Board  at  Yotk,  and  that  our  Home  Mission  funds  be  forwarded  imme¬ 
diately  to  Edward  G.  Smyaer,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions;  and 
further,  that  we  inform  him  how  much  money  they  can  expect  from  us  this 
year. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  all  these  requests  be  complied  with,  and 
that  we  pledge  ourselves  to  raise  every  dollar  of  the  amount  needed  for  our 
Missions.

Report  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

Bro.  Goettman  submitted  the  following  : 
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Diab  Bbbthbbb — The  advisory  Board  of  Home  Missions  record  with  gratitude 
the  continued  progress  of  tho  missions  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod.  The 
appropriations  asked  for  hare  been  generously  granted  by  the  General  Synod 
Board  of  Home  Missions,  though  the  amount  far  exceeded  our  total  contribu¬ 
tions  for  this  purpose.  This  act  of  liberality  claims  our  grateful  acknowledg¬ 
ment,  and  also  calls  forth  our  earnest  efforts  to  prevent  the  same  demand  .on 
the  Home  Mission  Treasury  in  the  future.  It  is  our  duty  to  sustain  at  least  the 
missions  in  our  midst. 

Wheeling  Mission:  Rev.  8.  B.  Barnitz,  Missionary. 

The  year  just  elosed  has  been  one  of  toil  and  solicitude  ;  but  God  has  abund¬ 
antly  blessed  the  labors  of  pastor  and  people.  The  future  of  this  mission  is 
bright  and  hopeful. 

We  present  the  Report  of  the  Missionary. 

With  gratitude  to  God  we  report  a  year  of  continued  success  and  prosperity, 
especially  so,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  we  were  obliged  to 
change  our  hours  of  service,  and  also  our  place  of  worship.  These  changes 
were  made  necessary  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  lease  on  our  Hall  expired  on  the 
first  of  April  of  the  present  year.  These  clouds  and  discouragements  are,  how¬ 
ever, disappearing  amid  the  growing  proportions  of  our  new  chapel.  We  hope  to 
dedicate  the  new  house  on  the  31th  of  Octobor  ;  and  will  be  most  happy  to  see 
every  member  of  Synod  at  our  feast  of  dedication. 

The  Chapel  will  accommodate  on  the  first  floor  about  300  Sabbath  Scholars; 
and  the  upper  room  and  gallery  about  350  grown  persons.  The  Building  will 
be  finished  in  modern  style,  and  with  every  convenience.  The  cost  of  the  Chapel 
will  be  about  $12^000,  upon  which  we  shall  probably  have  a  bonded  debt  of 
$4,500.  The  ground  yet  remaining,  on  our  church  lot,  95x66  feet,  has  now 
reached  the  value  of  $10,000,  and  is  every  day  becoming  more  valuable. 

We  have  had  16  Infant  Baptisms,  and  14  additions  ;  and  have  contributed 
for  different  objects  of  benevolence  $260.  The  completion  of  our  chapel  will 
bring  to  us  many  of  the  evangelical  members  of  our  German  churches  who  have 
hitherto  stood  aloof  from  us ;  and  will  also  give  us  a  position  in  the  City  such 
as  we  have  not  had,  in  the  past.  As  we  shall  have  considerable  debt  to  pay 
interest  upon,  we  are  obliged  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $400.

The  Brook ville  Mission — Rev.  I.  J.  Delo,  Missionary . 

The  Mission  consists  of  Brookville,  St.  John’s  Church,  and  Emrichville.  The 
Brookville  Congregation  has  been  much  encouraged  by  the  presence  of  a  regu¬ 
lar  pastor.  The  St  John’s  Congregation  is  in  a  hopeful  condition.  The  church 
edifice  at  Emerichville  is  almost  completed,  and  will  soon  be  dedicated.  The 
Missionary  reports  • 

My  labors  in  this  Mission  commenced  November  1st,  1869.  They  have  been 
attended  with  varied  success.  Our  additions  have  been:  Infant  Baptisms,  20; 
membership,  32.  Our  losses  are  5.  Our  contributions  to  benevolent  objects, 
$72.35  ;  to  local  objects,  $1000. 

Taking  courage  lrom  the  past,  and  hoping  with  faith  in  God  for  the  future, 
we  will  endeavor  to  go  forward.

The  Monongahela  Mission — Rev.  D.  L.  Rvder,  Missionary . 

The  growth  and  progress  of  this  Mission  promises  to  be  suc¬ 
cessful.  The  Missionary  reports 
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Although  embarrassed  by  many  discouragements  and  difficulties,  yet  the  work, 
of  your  Missionary  in  the  Monongahela  Mission  has  been  marked  with  sue- 
cess.  He  has  received  to  membership,  during  the  year,  22  persons : — 9  by  let¬ 
ter,  9  by  Confirmation,  and  4  by  baptism.  He  baptized  3  infants,  and  1  adult 
*n  her  death-bed.  He  organized  1  Sunday  School,  whieh  is  yet  small,  but  pros¬ 
perous  ;  also  1  Prayer-meeting,  which  is  well  attended  He  has  preached  at  his- 
regular  appointments  twice  each  Sabbath ;  also  about  once  in  three  weeks  at 
some  School  House,  making  three  sermons  on  that  day.  Our  standing  in  the* 
community  is  good,  as  we  have  now  become  established.  The  state  of  religion* 
in  the  Mission  is  encouraging. 

Our  local  expenditures  have  amounted  to  about  $500,  which  has  been  paid. 

The  Mission  has  many  things  to  contend  with;  but  withal  we  have  much 
to  encourage  ns;  and  we  look  forward  for  still  better  and  brighter  days.  We 
need  and  ask  your  sympathy  and  prayers,  and  whatever  else  you  can  do  for  us.

The  foregoing  is  a  faithful  account  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Twenty-eighth  Convention  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod.
